The  credit  of  Gowland’s  Lotion,  and  the  injunction  under  which 
it  was  received,  would  always  have  prevented  Mr.  Dickinson 
from  fubmitting  to  any  mode  of  public  advertifement,  had  not  a 
fpurious  composition  been  obtruded  on  the  world  through  the  hack- 
nied  and  humiliating  channel  of  a  newfpaper.  To  prevent,  then 
that  difappointment  which  muft  accrue  to  the  public  from  the  ineffi- 
cacy  of  fuch  a  preparation ;  to  prevent,  alfo,  that  difgrace  which 
might  attach  itfelf  to  the  genuine  article,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  to 
prefer ve  his  property,  he  is  compelled  to  adapt  a  limilar  mode.

Its  ufe,  however, 
foon  marked  out  for  it  a  field  far  more  extenfive ;  for  on  the  felf  fame 
principle  of  Medical  Science  that  it  eradicated  thefe  difeafes,  it  wa£ 
found  by  every  perfon  who  had  made  ufe  of  it,  to  have  fo  cleared 
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the  complexion,  by  purging  the  Skin  of  thofe  acrid  particles  which 
indurate  and  thicken  it,  that  from  private  recommendation  alone, 
it  very  foon  became  an  appendage  to  every  fafhi'onable  toilet  in  the 
three  kingdoms ;  and  the  alteration  they  found  in  themf elves ,  was  the

*  The  fir  ft  circumftance  Which  gave  rite  to  the  Lotion  was  a  cafe  wherein 
the  abilities  of  the  melt  eminent  medical  characters  in  the  kingdom  had  been 
•unfuccelsiully  exerted.  As  this  remarkablecircumftanf.es,  which  at  once 
eftablifhed  the  Lotion  in  all  the  polite  and  fafhionable  circles,  is  itiil  remem¬ 
bered  by  tome  of  the  moft  exalied  characters  at  St.  James’s,  we 
fhall  take  the  liberty  to  relate  it : 

The  once  lovely  and  much  celebrated  Dutchefs  ef  King-fton,  (when  Mifs 
Chudleighj  was  one  of  the  Maid's  of  Honour  to  the  Princefs  Dowager  of  Wales. 
In  fituations,  thus  elevated,  our  perfonal  accomplifhments  are  the  more  im¬ 
portant,  as  they  are  the  more  confpicuous ;  indeed,  in  all  fituations,  beauty 
and  deformity  leave  upon  the  mind  very  different  imprefhons  ;  with  a  face  and 
perfon farmed  to  cbmmand  the  admiration  ofa  court,  her  fkin’became  affected 
with  a  lumpy  thick  net's  and  opacity,  which  threatened  to  deflroy  her  beauty.

In 
the  capacity  of  Apothecary  to  the  houfehold,  he  made  up,  and  had  reluctantly 
adminiiflered  tebtheir  patient  all  the  farrago  of  medicines  ordered  by  the  Phy¬ 
licians;  and  when  their  ufelefs  efforts  had,  at  length,  intailed  di  (appointment, 
grief,  and  def pair  upon  the  lady,  Mr.  Gowland  produced,  and  recommended 
to  her  ufc,  this  Lotion  ;  in  a  very  fhoft  time  its  effeCts  far  exceeded  his  expecta¬ 
tion,  as  alfothe  rnott Tanguine  hopes  of  Mifs  Chudleigh  ;  tor  it  not  only  cured

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drated  in  this  Pamphlet,  as  mere  defers  in  the.  (kin,- — defers,  in 
the  partiular  glands  and  vefTels  of  the  (kin  where  they  happen  to  be 
feated,  occafioned  by  a  depraved  fecretion  in  the  cutaneous  capillary 
arteries,  and  the  vicious  elaborated  matter  by  the  cutaneous  glands, 
from  their  being  in  a  preternatural  (late ;  and  this  (late,  all  kinds 
of  irritation,  even  cxpojure  alone,  will  often  occafion  ;  which  is  one 
of  the  reafons  why  they  are  frequently  found  only  in  the  face.

tion  may  fqenrq.  its  truth  is  a  judification,  namely,  that  then  never

Gowland,  after  the  death  of  her  hufband,  and- for  fixteen  years 
after  her  death  ;  and  any  but  what  is  fo  prepared,  and  figned 
by  him  on  every  bottle,  is  affuredly  counterfeit,  and  a  difgrace  to 
the  genuine  medicine,  not  to  be  depended,  upon,  and  for  the  effefls 
of  which,  he  cannot  be  refponfible,  therefore  it  ftiould  always  be 
enquired  for  by  the  name  of 

Dickinfon’s  Gowland’s  Lotion. 

This  caution  is  particularly  diretted  againft  a  compofition, 
which  is  continued  to  be  fold  by  a  junto,  in  his  father-in-law’s 
old  houfe,  and  is  audacioully  figned  with  his  name,  except  the 
initials,  M.  E.  and  fometimes  Maria  Elizabeth  Vincent,  al¬ 
though  there  is  no  fuch  perfon  in  exigence,  moreover  the  Mrs. 
Vincent,  who  had  an  intereftin  it  under  Mrs.  Gowland’s  Will,  was 
named  Penelope,  and  died  in  December,  1786.* **  They  indeed 
go  fo  far  as  falfely  to  affert  poffeftion  of  the  Recipe,  calling  them- 
felves  ((  foie  proprietors,”  and  their  uncertain,  if  not  dangerous 
mixtures,  (i  the  only  Real  and  Genuine  Preparation.” — Now  nothing 
is  fo  eafy  as  to  affert ;  but  the  Public  muff  not  be  impofed  on  by 
affertion ;  it  is  Mr.  Dickinfon’s  duty  to  defend  them  againft  it, 
whatever  may  be  the  expence,  or  what  to  him  is  more,  his  objec¬ 
tion  to  appearing  in  print,  except  againft  fuch  outrage: — He  re- 
quefts  he  may  not  be  miftaken ;  it  is  not  that  in  himfelf,  or  for 
himfelf,  he  oppofes,  or  would  oppofe,  thofe  perfons,  or  take  the 
leaft  notice  of  them.  It  is  in  defence  of  the  Public  only  ;  and  the 
letters  and  applications  from  thofe  who  have  been  deceived  by  fal¬ 
lacious  Advertifements,  fimilar  Bottles,  coloured  window  Bills, 
f  printed  in  imitation  of  thofe  with  which  for  years  he  has  fupplied 
his  venders,)  and  other  fervile  devices  that  compel  him  to  do  it  now. 

As  a  cover  to  their  deception  much  force  is  artfully  refted 
upon  a  Counfellor’s  opinion  ;  though  certainly  no  perfon  ever  fuf- 
petfted  that  Mr.  Mingay  acquired  his  legal  reputation  by  his  Medi - 
cal. knowledge.  This  is  not  meant  to  ridicule  him,  but  it  is  ridi¬ 
culous  to  fuppofe  that  Mr.  Mingay  ftiould  know  any  thing  of  the 
compofition  of  medicine,  or  what  ingredients  conftituted  Gowland’s

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Lotion  :  and  it  is  as  ridiculous,  and  a  grofs  infult  on  the  public 
underftanding,  to  fuppofe  the  artful  implication  can  exift  a  moment 
after  the  fpecious  mafk  is  "drawn  afide.  Every  one  muft  know  that 
it *  *s  only  (i  from  the  circumstances  stated,"  a  Lawyer, 
gives,  or  can  form  any  opinion ;  therefore,  it  is  only  neceffary 
to  deceive  a  Counsellor  by  a  falfe  ftatement,  to  fecure  a  favour¬ 
able  opinion,  becaufe  you  bef peaky  and  he  is  under  the  neceffity 
of  giving  a  falfe  opinion ; — being  ignorant  of  the  true  fads  he 
can  only  fpeak  ((  from  the  circumjlances  fluted”  to  him.  Give 
any  man  the  liberty  to  make  out  his  own  cafe,  ex  partcy  as 
thefe  people  have  done,  and  ic  would  be  no  difficult  matter  for  him 
to  oblige ,  not  only  Mr,  Mingay,  but  the  whole  bar,  to  allow  that, 
<(from  the  circumjlances  flated,”  the  entire  eftates  of  the  Duke  of 
Bedford,  or  of  any  other  perfon,  belonged,  to  fuch  impoftor,  and 
not  to  the  undoubted  heirs  and  prefent  poffeffors.  Now  this  is  juft 
their  fort  of  claim,  and  this  is  that  fort  of  opinion,  as  Mr.  Min¬ 
gay  very  properly  obferves,  he  gave  (C  from,  the  circumstan¬ 
ces  stated  which  ftatement  was  clearly  intended  to  draw  him 
in  as  a  tool  to  aid  their  delign  in  deceiving  the  public,  and  en¬ 
riching  themfelves  by  means  of  Mr.  DickinfotVs  property. 

Another  tool  of  a  different  defcription,  and  now  almoft  too  no¬ 
torious  to  render  any  remark,  even  upon  what  he  fwears,  neceffary, 
has  alfo  been  brought  forward  under  the  fpecious,  though  deceitful, 
mafk  of  an  Affidavit,  Hating  that  he  was  empowered  by  Mr.  Dick- 
infon  to  make  thefe  people  a  pecuniary  offer.  Now  the  fadl  is,  that 
this  Nichols  came  to  Mr.  Dickinfon  (whom  he  was  then  in  the 
practice  of  applying  to  for  pecuniary  relief,)  and  of  his  own  accord 
offered  to  put  an  end  to  this  invasion  of  his,  Mr.  Dickinfon’s,  pro¬ 
perty,  faying  he  was  authorifed  by  the  parties,  as  they  only  wanted  to 
raife  a  certain  fum  of  money. — to  which  barefaced  effrontery  and 
audacious  attempt  at  impofition,  if  Mr.  Dickinfon,  even  in  ap¬ 
pearance,  feemed  to  liften,  it  was,  firft,  becaufe  he  could  procure 
no  redrefs  at  law  again  ft  a  non-entity,  there  being,  as  far  as  his 
Solicitor  can  find,  no, fuch  perfon  as  M.  E.  Vincent  to  ferve  a  legal 
procefs  upon  ;  ahd  fecondly,  to  fave  the  credulous  part  of  the  public 
from  being  made  the  dupes  of  ufing  a  compolition  which  if  it  did  no 
harm,  muft  in  their  minds  injure  the  reputation  of  the  genuine  medi¬ 
cine  ; — for  he  could  not  poffibly  want  to  learn  how  to  make  Gow- 
land's  -Lotion,  which  he  had  been  in  the  conftant  practice  of  pre¬ 
paring  for  many  years,  and  was  almoft  daily  receiving  teftimonials 
of  its  efficacy  from  perfons  of  the  firft  refpeclability  in  the  kingdom.

Gowland,  their  family,  connexions,  or  execute  rs,  dv*y  woretmufely 
unknown,)  and  concluded  'the -entire  bufinefs  for  forme  time,  when 
the  latter  agreed  to  make  an  immediate  aiLgnment  bt  the  whole  pro¬ 
perty  to  him,  his  fon- in-law,  lor  a  valuable  confide!  -tlcn*  and  upon 
condition  of  receiving  a  certain  annuity  in  lieu  of  the  cm  h  r  ariiing 
therefrom.— -Thefe  terms  being  acceded  to,  upon  exec  the 
alignment  he  made  a  Jhlemn  affidavit ,  that  he  never  had  bfforz  riven, 
or  ever  would  give  the  recipe  to  make  Gcwland’s  Lotibn  to  any  other 
perfon  than  to  the  / 'aid  Robert  Dickinfon ,  whom,  upon  his  death,  he 
left  the  whole  and  foie  executor  of  his  will,  and  with  conformity 
to  which,  Mr.  Dickinfon  was  ordered  by  Government  to  receive, 
and  aflually  did  receive  by  the  hands  of  Mr.  Cook,  of  the  Exche¬ 
quer,  (who  refides  in  Charlotte-ftreet,  Bloomfbury,)  all  arrears  of 
faiary,  and  monies  due  to  him  for  the  offices  he  held,  and  for  which 
fads,  he  refers  to  the  MARQUIS  of  SALISBURY,  Chamberlain 
of  the  King’s  Houfehold. 

The  Articles  6f  Partnerihip,  drawn  bv  Mr.  N.  Allen,  of  Lin¬ 
coln’s  Inn ;  the  alignment  and  the  annuity-bond,  drawn  by  Mr. 
Blagrave,  of  Thavles  Inn ;  the  affidavit,  iigned  by  W.  Mafon, 
Efq.  before  whom  it  was  fworn  ;  and  an  attefted  copy  of  the  will, 
may  befeen  at  Mr.  Dickinfon’s  houfe,  No.  55,  Long- Acre. 

Such  being  the  fads,  it  would  be  almolt  infulting  the  moil 
common  underftanding  to  urge  any  thing  farther  in  .proof  of  the 
iniiduous  attempts  to  infringe  on  Mr.  Dickinfon’s  property,  and 
of  his  incontejiihle  right  to,  and  affual  poffeffion  of,  Dr.  Gowland’s 
real  and  genuine  Recipe  i — it  remains  therefore  only  to  (hew 
that  Mr.  Dickinfon’s  knowledge  of  its  composition ,  is  equal  to  his
